of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
]962. 

From  the  general  and  vital  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  once 
again  the  population  of  the  Borough  has  increased  while  there 
continue  to  be  more  deaths  than  births  during  the  year.  The  gap 
between  births  and  deaths,  however,  has  narrowed  on  this  occasion. 

There  were  393  births  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  9 com- 
pared with  last  year  and  the  highest  figure  in  the  last  14  years. 
An  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17.26  per  1,000  population  compares 
with  the  national  birth  rate  of  18.0  per  1,000  population.  Deaths 
dropped  slightly,  there  being  437  compared  with  493  last  year  and 
an  adjusted  death  rate  of  12.74  per  1,000  population  compares 
with  a national  death  rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  followed  the  usual  pattern,  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulatory  system  being  the  major  cause  with  cancer 
as  the  runner-up.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  deaths  due 
to  cancer,  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  the  most  common 
and  accounted  for  20  of  the  75  cancer  deaths.  Any  possible  cause 
of  cancer  warrants  careful  consideration  and  during  the  year  there 
was  published  a most  interesting  report  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  on  smoking  in  relation  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  9 occurred  during 
the  year,  7 being  due  to  the  hazards  of  birth. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  very  few  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  during  1962.  Of  interest,  however,  was  one  case  of 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  late  in  the  month  of  July. 
The  patient  was  a 5 year  old  child  attending  infant  school  and  one’s 
anxiety  was  that  other  cases  might  follow  among  children  at  the 
school.  No  further  cases  occurred,  however,  and  one  likes  to  feel 
that  this  was  to  some  extent  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
patient’s  contacts  at  school  were  found,  on  checking  the  records, 
to  have  been  already  well  immunised  against  poliomyelitis. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances  there  were,  once  again,  few 
changes  during  the  year.  The  water  supply,  which  is  now  managed 
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by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board,  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  and  there  is  close  liaison  with  the  Board’s  officers 
concerning  the  public  health  aspect  of  the  supply. 

Steady  progress  continued  on  housing  and  a further  two  areas 
containing  17  houses  were  represented  during  the  year  for  slum 
clearance.  In  addition  3 individual  unfit  houses  were  demolished 
and  4 closed  and  70  unfit  houses  were  made  fit.  187  new  houses 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  20  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  9,930  houses  in  the  Borough 
compared  with  9,720  last  year. 

On  food  hygiene  it  is  pleasing  to  note  from  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  report,  that  100  per  cent  meat  inspection  con- 
tinued during  the  year.  Hygiene  of  food  premises  continued  to  be 
a matter  of  primary  importance  and  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total 
inspections  made  by  the  inspectors  slightly  increased  in  this  respect. 

Contained  in  the  report  is  a brief  account  of  the  work  during 
the  year  of  the  Bridlington  Home  Safety  Committee.  Children  are 
among  the  chief  victims  of  home  accidents  and  with  so  much  care 
and  attention  being  given  in  this  present  day  to  their  welfare  in 
the  way  of  welfare  foods,  school  meals,  etc.,  and  to  their  protection 
against  so  many  infectious  diseases,  it  is  logical  that  we  should 
be  concerned  in  preventing  death  and  maiming  by  avoidable 
accidents.  The  work  of  the  Home  Safety  Committee  is  not  easy 
for  their  success,  which  would  be  expressed  in  terms  of  accidents 
prevented,  cannot  be  measured. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  my  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year  and  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

Buckrose  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 
Once  every  two  or  three  months  a Co-ordinating  Committee, 
under  the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Bridlington  to 
co-ordinate  the  work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned 
with  the  welfare  of  children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  in  their  own  homes 
and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
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Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Mana- 
gers of  the  District  Councils  ,the  National  Assistance  Board,  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  Probation  Officers,  and  a Marriage 
Guidance  Councillor.  Representatives  of  other  organisations  are 
co-opted  from  time  to  time  as  the  need  arises.  Your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
takes  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS

Bridlington  lies  within  the  North  East  Yorkshire  Branch  of 
the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  and 
cases  requiring  the  services  of  the  Society  are  visited  by  Inspector 
White  working  from  Scarborough.  Inspector  White’s  work  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  of  us  in  Bridlington  concerned  with  child 
welfare. 
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Bridlington  Home  Safety  Committee 

Report  by  the  Secretary  : 

During  the  year  the  Home  Safety  Committee  held  four  meet- 
ings and  at  the  Annual  Meeting  Alderman  O-  W.  Clapp  was  re- 
elected Chairman.  Considerable  interest  was  shown  by  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  and  there  is  no  doubt  good  work  was  done. 

At  each  meeting  particulars  were  available  of  the  numbers  of 
accidents  in  the  home  which  necessitated  hospital  outpatients  treat- 
ment during  the  previous  three  months,  and  special  propaganda 
measures  were  directed  to  the  causes.  In  addition  the  campaigns 
sponsored  nationally  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Accidents  were  supported,  particularly  those  relating  to  water  safety 
and  broken  glass  which  ran  during  the  summer  months  and  were 
of  particular  interest  in  Bridlington. 

Talks  and  Film  Shows  were  given  at  various  schools.  Darby 
and  Joan  Clubs  and  the  like,  in  which  members  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Red  Cross  Society  co-operated  by 
giving  advice  on  treatment  of  accidents  especially  relating  to  burns 
and  scalds. 

A stand  was  taken  at  the  Annual  Chrysanthemum  Show  in  the 
Spa  Royal  Hall  and  caused  considerable  comment.  The  main 
feature  which  was  supported  by  posters  was  a marble  memorial 
(kindly  loaned  by  a local  monumentalist),  the  inscription  on  which 
read  “To  the  memory  of  Abe  L.  Citizen  who  lost  his  life  as  a 
result  of  an  accident”  with  the  epitaph  of  “It  need  not  have  hap- 
pened but  ....  it  did”. 

It  was  hoped  to  proceed  with  the  publication  of  a Home  Safety 
booklet  for  distribution  to  every  house  in  the  town  but  when  the 
canvass  for  advertisements  commenced  circumstances  arose  which 
necessitated  the  publication  of  the  booklet  being  deferred. 

The  Committee  feel  that  the  public  are  beginning  to  become 
aware  of  the  danger  of  accidents  which  can  be  caused  by  even  the 
simplest  of  hazards  in  the  home,  and  that  the  propaganda  initiated 
by  the  Committee  and  Home  Safety  Organiser  is  having  some 
effect.  It  has  still  to  be  driven  home  that  there  are  more  deaths 
from  accidents  in  the  home  every  day  than  there  are  from  accidents 
on  the  road-

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  my  twenty -fourth  annual  report  on  the  Environ- 
mental and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

The  Environmental  section  covers  the  year  ending  31st  Dec- 
ember, 1962,  and  the  cleansing  section  the  financial  year  ending 
on  the  31st  March,  1963. 

Mrs.  B.  Mossman  resigned  on  the  2nd  March,  1962.  Miss  K. 
M.  Laws  joined  the  staff  on  the  2nd  April,  1962,  and  resigned  on 
the  26th  December,  1962. 

Miss  P.  M Milner  joined  the  staff  on  the  18th  December,  1962, 
as  a Junior  Clerk. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  improvement  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  various  sections  of  my  report,  and  with  a full  complement 
of  staff  most  of  the  back  log  of  work  has  been  overcome. 

It  is  a strange  coincidence  though  that  when  we  find  ourselves 
on  an  even  keel  something  invariably  happens  to  upset  our 
equilibrium,  such  was  the  case  this  year.  The  Council  decided  that 
a housing  survey  be  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  number  of  houses 
in  multiple  occupation,  this,  of  course,  entailed  a lot  of  preparatory 
work  prior  to  the  survey  which  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

No  less  than  1,353  interviews  have  taken  place  on  all  aspects 
of  public  health,  this  is  as  it  should  be,  personal  contact  is  always 
better  than  letter  writing.

Slaughterhouse 

The  Public  Slaughterhouse  operated  by  the  Corporation  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Health  Committee  and  is  situated  at  Rhodena  Avenue. 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  only  situated  at  Corn  Exchange. 

A total  of  10,623  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year,  a net 
decrease  of  862  when  compared  with  last  year ; the  net  decrease  was  in 
respect  of  626  sheep,  284  pigs  and  23  calves.  71  more  cattle  were 
slaughtered  than  last  year. 

The  decrease  in  the  throughput  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  one 
butcher  discontinued  slaughtering  at  Rhodena  Avenue.  80  more  cattle  and 
388  less  sheep  were  slaughtered  by  the  Bridlington  Butchers  Ltd.  Two 
reasons  can  account  for  this  decrease,  a decline  in  the  consumption  of  meat 
in  the  Borough  or  that  more  meat  is  being  bought  “otf  the  hook”  from 
outside  sources.  Whatever  the  reason  any  decrease  in  throughput  is  dis- 
turbing in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a confirmed  resolution  of  the 
Health  Committee  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  erection  of  a public 
abattoir. 

The  net  cost  of  operating  the  slaughterhouse  was  £597  and  during  the 
year  work  in  providing  the  stunning  pen  and  holding  pens  amiounted  to 
£402. 

The  premises  at  the  Corporation  Slaughterhouse  and  the  privately 
owned  slaughterhouse  situated  at  Corn  Exchange  now  comply  with  the 
Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958,  the  necessary  works  were  com- 
pleted by  1st  October,  the  appointed  day  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Ante-mortem  inspection  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  and  calves  is  under- 
taken by  your  inspectorate  at  the  cattle  market  each  Monday  morning. 

I cannot  remember  a time  when  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle 
was  absent.  The  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  will,  I am  sure,  pay  handsome  dividends 
in  eliminating  tuberculosis  from  our  dairy  and  fat  stock  herds.  The 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs  decreased  from  2.28%  to  1.53%. 

The  incidence,  of  Cysticercus  Bovis,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report, 
increased  slightly,  16  carcases  as  against  13  last  year,  giving  a percentage 
0.89  as  against  0.74  last  year.

With  the  exception  of  T.T.  Farm  Bottled  Channel  Island  Milk,  the 
whole  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  Borough  is  heat  treated  and  sold  as 
Pasteurised,  T.T.  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised,  there  is  therefore,  little  or  no 
possibility  of  infection  from  milk  up  to  the  time  it  is  mechanically  bottled. 

The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  need  for  “Tubercul^^  Tested” 
on  our  milk  bottles  will  no  longer  be  required,  for  all  the  milk  will  be 
from  “attested”  animals,  animals  that  have  passed  the  tuberculin  test, 

I would  like  to  record  the  assistance  given  by  our  local  dairy  in 
supplying  old  age  pensioners  with  milk  in  half-pint  bottles,  this  is  a service 
much  appreciated  by  the  older  people. 

I would  repeat  my  appeal  of  last  year,  by  asking  people  to  rinse  out 
their  empty  milk  bottles  after  use  and  to  return  them  daily  to  their 
suppliers.  I am  often  being  told  that  the  milk  bottles  are  not  clean  when 
delivered,  but  in  nearly  every  instance  the  cause  is  that  the  milk  bottle  is 
crazed  as  the  result  of  contact  with  the  metal  parts  of  the  bottle  washing 
machine.

ICE  CREAM 

The  results  of  the  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  this  year  show  a little 
improvement  over  last  year.  I regard  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  guides  only  and  it  should  be  possible  to  obtain  Grade  I and 
Grade  II  results  in  all  cases.  Although  the  percentage  of  samples  falling 
in  Grade  IV  was  some  10%  lower  than  last  year,  I shall  not  be  satisfied 
until  no  sample  of  ice  cream  is  placed  in  Grade  IV. 

The  advent  of  soft  ice  cream  has  somewhat  taken  the  general  public 
by  storm,  it  has  become  very  popular,  and  I make  no  apology  for  again 
reminding  manufacturers  that  every  part  must  be  dismantled,  cleansed  and 
sterilised  immediately  after  use  at  the  end  of  the  working  day.  When  the 
methods  of  manufacture  and  sale  were  compared  with  the  laboratory 
results,  it  was  found  that  faults  could  invariably  be  detected  in  the  methods 
of  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Sampling 

The  Ministry  of  Health  recommendations  are  that  olf  all  ice  cream 
samples  taken  over  a period  of  not  less  than  six  months  50%  shall  fall  into 
Grade  1,*.80%  into  Grades  1 and  2,  and  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  3. 
No  samples  shall  fall  into  Grade  4.

Food  and  Food  Hygiene 

The  inspection  of  food  and  food  hygiene  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
prime  responsibilities  of  the  department  and  the  number  of  visits  in  this 
respect  amounting  to  6,519,  gives  you  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  time  spent 
in  order  to  safeguard  the  food  supply  olf  the  public. 

The  relationship  between  the  trade  and  my  staff  has  again  been  most 
cordial  and  a glance  at  the  table  shows  that  improvements  have  been  made 
generally,  we  are  in  fact  ,arriving  at  a stage  when  the  only  thing  that  will 
be  required  is  renewal  of  equipment. 
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Ths  greatest  improvement  has  been  in  the  provision  of  hand  washing 
facilities  in  private  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  but  I have  still  a long  way 
to  go  to  convince  people  of  the  necessity  of  providing  this  equipment  .too 
much  use  is  made  of  a bowl  in  the  sink  or  the  sink  itself  when  often  times 
this  equipment  is  required  for  culinary  purposes.  Far  too  miany  people 
catering  for  the  visitor  seem  to  think  that  the  wash  basin  in  the  bathroom 
often  times  on  the  first  or  second  floor  meets  the  case,  in  my  opinion  it  is 
neither  convenient  nor  accessible,  when  it  is  necessary  to  wash  the  hands 
after  each  operation  in  the  kitchen.  I cannot  end  these  remarks  without 
citing  the  remarks  of  some  hoteliers  and  boarding  house  keepers,  that  they 
have  found  the  wash  hand  basin  alongside  the  sink  is  not  only  convenient 
but  speeds  up  the  work.

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Corporation  have  agreed  to  undertake 
regular  measurements  of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  we  shall  be  in  a position  to  commence  work  in  1963. 

The  object  of  the  scheme  is  to  obtain  by  Daily  Smoke  Filter  and 
Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  instruments,  the  measurement  of  atmospheric 
pollution. 

This  information  will  prove  very  useful  in  assessing  the  degree  of  air 
pollution  from  the  domestic  chimney  for  we  have  only  one  boiler  in  the 
Borough  that  is  not  equipped  with  oil  burning  equipment  or  boilers  which 
are  mechanically  fired  and  capable  olf  burning  solid  fuel  with  a minimum 
of  smoke.  The  boiler  not  so  equipped  is  only  used  when  the  oil  fired 
boiler  is  being  overhauled.

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CAMPING 


LICENSED  CAMPS 

There  are  seven  camping  sites  within  the  Borough  as  follows  : 

1 Marton  Road,  Bridlington,  Mr.  W.  Gatenby — 12.5  acres. 

2 Pinfold  Street,  Bridlington,  Messrs.  G.  V.  & C.  E.  Parting — .63  acres. 

3.  Jewison  Lane,  Bridlington,  Mr.  J.  L.  Ireland — 4.05  acres. 

4 Lime  Kiln  Lane,  Bridlington,  Park  Estates  (Bridlington)  Ltd. — 16  acres. 
5.  .Tewison  Lane,  Bridlington,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pilling — 3.0  acres. 

6 Charity  Farm,  Sewerby,  Bridlington,  Mr.  A.  Lount — 8.02  acres. 

7 Marton  Poultry  Farm,  Bridlington,  Mr.  J.  Rowley — 9.192  acres. 

During  the  year  site  licences  have  been  issued  in  respect  of  Pinfold 
Street  and  Marton  Road.  Site  licences  already  exist  in  respect  of  the 
Jewison  Lane  sites  and  Marton  Poultry  Farm. 

No.  5 on  the  list,  Jewison  Lane,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pilling,  has  planning 
permission  until  1970. 

No.  7,  Marton  Poultry  Farm,  was  the  subject  of  a planning  appeal  the 
result  olf  which  is  not  to  hand.  At  the  moment  there  is  limited  planning 
permission  expiring  on  the  22nd  March,  1966. 

The  work  of  improving  caravan  sites  to  comply  with  the  Model  Stan- 
dards is  proceeding  satisfactorily,  and  it  is  no  understatement  to  say  that 
when  it  is  complete  we  can  be  extremely  proud  of  our  efforts,  particularly 
as  the  improvements  have,  and  are  being  carried  out  after  informal  con- 
versations between  the  owners  and  the  Health  Committee.  Considerable 
help  and  advice  has  been  given  with  .respect  to  the  layout  of  the  sites,  but 
this  has  paid  handsome  dividends. 

Mr.  Jackson  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  caravan  sites,  he 
reports  that  all  have  been  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  demand  for  sites  for  caravans  still  exceeds  the  acreage  available, 
and  it  is  common  to  see  “no  sites”  notices  at  the  entrance  to  the  camps. 


ORGANISED  CAMPING 

The  eight  acre  Corporation  site  at  South  Cliff  was  again  used  for 
tented  camps  by  6 contingents  of  the  Boys’  Brigade,  1 Church  Lads’  Brigade 
and  2 Lads’  Clubs,  from  Glasgow,  Beeston,  Manchester,  Nottingham  and 
Sheffield  with  a total  of  950  officers  and  boys. 

The  Caravan  Club  (Yorkshire  Section)  again  held  two  rallies,  one  at 
Easter  and  one  during  the  first  week  in  September.  Over  200  caravans 
brought  600  people  into  the  town  on  each  occasion. 

Sanitary  services  and  water  supply  are  provided  by  the  Corporation 
and  I make  no  apology  for  again  saying  that  it  is  a delight  to  see  the  boys 
enjoying  themselves  under  supervision  in  this  way.  The  expenditure  of 
this  section  amounted  to  £310  and  the  income  £299. 

CORPORATION  CARAVAN  CAMP 

The  weather,  much  a repeat  of  1960  was  not  all  one  might  expect. 
The  apphcations  for  short  term  sites  far  exceed  our  capacity  at  Whitsuntide 
and  again  from  the  middle  of  July  to  the  latter  end  of  August. 

At  other  times  we  have  short  term  sites  to  spare  and  I am  not  at  all 
sure  that  we  should  not  consider  the  advisability  of  reducing  the  charge 
for  short  term  sites  at  the  beginning  and  the  latter  end  of  the  season. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough  excluding  those  conveniences 
inside  the  properties  administered  by  other  committees. 

The  Health  Committee  are  concerned  with  regard  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  public  convenience  accommodation  at  South  Cliff,  an  area  becoming 
more  popular  each  year  and  it  is  hoped  to  show  an  improvement  in  this 
respect  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  development  of  South  Cliff. 

The  condition,  and  the  obsolete  design  of  the  Beaconsfield  Conveni- 
ences causes  me  concern,  repairs  and  maintenance  are  getting  costly  and 
there  is  no  provision  for  hot  water,  a necessity  in  my  opinion  on  the  sea 
front. 

The  conveniences  at  the  Royal  Prince’s  Parade  have  again  been 
extensively  used  in  the  season.  In  the  high  season  they  could  do  with  being 
twice  as  large  for  the  female  section  especially,  queuing  again  took  place. 
Some  indication  olf  the  use  of  this  convenience  is  given  by  the  fact  that 
308,587  women  passed  through  the  turnstiles  without  a mishap.  The 
alternative  means  of  access  for  incapacitated  persons  has  been  used  when 
required.  I make  no  apology  for  again  repeating  that  without  a turnstile 
there  would  be  chaos  at  this  convenience.  If  the  means  of  inlet  could  not 
be  controlled  it  would  be  necessary  to  close  the  convenience  at  times  in 
order  to  keep  it  in  a sanitary  condition. 

The  turnstiles  at  the  Promenade  and  South  Cliff  Road  Conveniences 
have  worked  normally.

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  14.5%  test  weighings  evenly 

spread  over  the  52  weeks.

other  salvage  are  actual  weights. 

1,240  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight  of 
1.240  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip  including  224  loads  which  were 
received  from  the  Highways  Department  and  155  from  the  Parks  and 
Gardens  Department. 

100  tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  727  tons  7 cwts.  compared  with  934  tons  9 cwts. 
3 qrs.  for  1961/62.  This  is  made  up  of  : —

The  refuse  vehicles  used  for  refuse  collection,  bulk  collection  of  sweep- 
ings from  streets  and  Promenades  are  as  follows  : — 

One  U cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighter,  purchased  in  1939. 

One  11  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighter,  purchased  in  1946. 

One  21  cub.,  yds.  S.  and  D.  rear  loading  Freighter,  purchased  in  1948. 

Four  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighters,  purchased  in 
1951.  1955.  1959  and  1960. 

The  first  two  stalwarts  are  of  tiller  steering  design,  cumbersome  to 
drive  in  these  days  of  heavy  traffic  owing  to  the  driver  being  centrally 
positioned  and  full  use  must  be  made  of  mirrors  and  trafficators. 

These  vehicles  are  not  large  enough  to  carry  an  economic  load  owing 
to  the  bulky  nature  of  present  day  refuse,  consequent  upon  the  introduction 
of  alternative  and  often  times  favoured  means  of  heating,  other  than 
solid  fue\ 

No  major  engine  overhaul  has  been  necessary  but  all  the  vehicles 
have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  painted  and  re-lettered. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  maintained  out  of  the 
season.  From  June  to  September,  a bi-weekly  collection  was  given  to 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  A three  times  weekly  collection  is 
given  to  the  larger  hcrtels  and  cafes  for  which  a charge  is  made.  Kitchen 
waste  is  collected  at  a minimum  twice  weekly.  Some  3,181  three  gallon 
buckets  are  in  use. 
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Salvage 


Salvage  collected  totalled  727  tons  7 cwts.  1 qr.,  207  tons  less  than 
last  year.  A quota  has  been  placed  on  the  amount  of  waste  paper  we  can 
send  to  the  mills,  this  has  accounted  for  171  tons.  Kitchen  waste  collected 
decreased  by  36  tons  In  two  years  the  tonnage  of  kitchen  waste  has 
decreased  by  49%,  it  will  shortly  be  necessary  for  us  to  consider  whether 
or  not  it  is  wise  to  continue  a separate  collection  of  kitchen  waste. 

The  abstract  of  accounts  prepared  by  the  Borough  Treasurer  shows  a 
net  profit  of  £950  with  regard  to  salvage  operations  as  a whole. 

Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse,  street  sweepings,  gully  contents,  together 
with  other  inert  materials  from  other  corporation  departments,  utility 
services  and  private  sources  was  disposed  of  at  the  Woldgate  and  Bessingoy 
Hill  site  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Tipping  to  the  required  levels  for  a sports  stadium  is  continuing  apace 
and  the  first  level  has  now  been  completed,  we  are  now  proceeding  with 
the  final  layer  which  I estimate  should  be  completed  in  1964. 

The  International  Crawler  has  done  excellent  work  in  helping  to  re- 
claim soil  Ifor  the  final  covering  in  addition  to  the  normal  work  on  refuse 
disposal. 

Repairs  to  the  machine  cost  £239  which  when  added  to  the  previous 
year’s  figure  of  £1,025  amounts  to  little  more  than  the  wages  of  one  man 
over  the  two  year  period. 

Cultivated  Land 

Land  not  immediately  needed  for  refuse  disposal  together  with  land 
levelled  with  house  refuse  was  again  cultivated,  the  crops  being  potatoes 
and  hay.  The  completed  refuse  disposal  site  off  Easton  Road  was  again 
let  ats  a market  garden. 

The  income  received  from  all  sources  was  £95. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying 

TUe  1,100  gallon  Gully /Cesspool  Emptier  was  put  into  service  on  the 
1st  May.  The  larger  capacity  of  this  machine  has  speeded  up  the  work 
considerably  as  far  as  cesspool  emptying  is  concerned  and  the  high  pressure 
street  washing  and  sprinkling  equipment  has  been  a big  help  not  only  in 
keeping  the  streets  clean  in  the  summer  period,  but  in  assisting  with 
litter  removal  by  hosing  down. 

The  cost  of  running  this  machine  was  £1,752  and  the  income  £1,725. 

6.324  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  Is.  2\d.  per  gully. 
225  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools  from  which 
694  loads  were  removed,  equalling  471,920  gallons  of  sewage. 

230  gullies  were  cleansed  and  resealed  for  British  Railways.  Sludge 
pits,  etc.,  were  emptied  70  times  in  the  Borough  for  industrial  concerns. 

2,310  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  at  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby,  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  Filey 
Urban  District  Council  were  emptied  35  times.  Sewers  in  the  Borough 
were  flushed  as  and  when  required  in  addition  to  washing  down  after  floods. 
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Street  Cleansing 

Mechanical  Equipment  : — 

2 Electric  Street  Orderly  Trucks. 

1 Lewin  Sweeper  Collector. 

The  Gully /Emptier  for  high  pressure  street  and  channel  washing. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  eight  beats.  Four  lengthmen  beats  in 
the  rural  part  of  the  Borough,  two  beats  with  street  orderly  barrows,  and 
two  with  electric  street  orderly  vehicles.  Three  beats  in  the  town  area  and 
near  the  sea  front  are  shortened  during  the  summer  season  in  order  that  a 
continual  sweep  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  and  promenades. 

The  volume  of  traffic  in  the  town  during  the  season  increases  every 
year  and  parked  vehicles  (many  of  which  are  parked  ail  night)  are  a constant 
source  of  hinderance  to  efficient  street  cleansing.  The  gully  emptier  with 
its  high  pressure  street  and  channel  washing  equipment  is  a tremendous 
help  and  forms  the  initial  treatment  “the  morning  after  the  night  before” 
in  the  high  season  and  reduces  the  time  spent  in  sweeping  by  the  sweepers. 
It  has  now  become  accepted  practice  to  use  the  Sweeper  Collector  in  those 
areas  less  frequented  by  traffic,  together  with  housing  estates.  The  electric 
street  orderlies  are  used  in  the  town  centre  and  old  town  area  and  for  the 
promenades  during  the  high  season. 

District  roads  taken  over  during  the  year  include 

Sandsacre  Road  and  Avenue,  Nightingale  Drive,  Church  Close,  Hare- 
wood  Avenue,  Danescroft,  Ripley  Close  and  Mill  Close,  a total 
of  .46  miles. 

Total  district  road  mileage  is  now  40.62. 

Litter  baskets  have  again  been  well  used,  but  is  is  a physical  impos- 
sibility to  keep  every  litter  basket  empty  all  the  time  especially  at  holiday 
periods  without  incurring  considerable  expense,  and  the  worst  offenders 
are  those  parts  of  the  town  where  it  is  inconvenient  to  position  litter 
baskets,  e.g.  the  narrow  footpaths. 

I have  had  the  usual  spate  of  complaints  relative  to  dogs  fouling  the 
footpaths  and  grass  verges  and  my  appeal  to  dog  owners  to  exercise  their 
dogs  within  the  precincts  of  their  own  home  seems  to  have  fallen  on 
stoney  ground. 

Conclusioii 

Finally  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  my  staff  who 
have  been  wonderfully  loyal,  helpful  and  enthusiastic  at  all  times. 

My  Supervisor  too  has  again  carried  out  his  job  with  great  zeal,  my 
mechanic  has  again  given  valiant  service  in  maintaining  and  overhauling 
the  mechanical  equipment  and  all  the  men  and  women  under  my  control 
have  done  a good  job  of  work. 

I would  finally  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Alderman 
Webb,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Maughan 
and  my  fellow  officers  for  their  support  and  co-operation.
